A NEW DEFENCE Agency to handle 
Royal Navy recruiting and training 
has been launched by Armed Forces 
Minister Mr Nicholas Soames. The 
Naval Recruiting and Training Agen- 
cy (NRTA) will be a £400 million-a- 
year business headed by a Flag Offi- 
cer Training and Recruitment, Rear 
Admiral John Clarke. 

The largest predominantly naval 
Defence Agency, the NATA is 
statfed by 3,600 naval personnel and 
1,500 civil servants. As part of the 
Second Sea Lord structure, it will be 
based at his headquarters in Victory 
Building, Portsmouth from where its 
nationwide recruiting organisation 
and 12 training establishments will 
be controlled.

Mr Soames, launching the NRTA at 
one of the largest of the Navy's train- 
ing bases, HMS Sultan, said the 
Agency will be free to compete in 
the private sector to train foreign na- 
val personnel and civilians in order 
to cut costs. 


‘Best in world’ 


“All over the world the common 
theme is that Britain has the best 
naval training in the world and they 
want to send more and more people 
here,” he said, 

The NRTA is planning to enter into 
partnerships with other organisa- 
tions from the public and private 
sectors, a policy which has already 
attracted interest from industry 


wishing to share resources and pro- 
vide services. 


Discussions are under way with a 
number of companies and consortia, 
as a result of which the first agree- 
ment could be in place by April next 
year. 


Creation of the NATA stems froma 
Government initiative launched sev- 
en years ago and designed to 
achieve increased efficiency and ef- 
fectiveness by establishing separate 
management units, each operating 
within its own policy and resources. 


The NATA is one of the latest of 24 
Defence Agencies, a figure which by 
the middle of next year is expected 
to rise to about 50.

Confidence 

The advent of high definition 
sonar led to the development of 
minchunting; the sonar locat- 
ing mines ahead of the ship. 
This improved confidence in 
ship safety and was a counter to 
advanced mines, more selective 
in their targets and harder to 
sweep in the traditional way. 

The mines once found were 
then disposed of by specially 
trained clearance divers, who 
would lay a disposal charge 
which was subsequently re- 
ποιεῖν detonated. 

The commissioning in the 
early 1980s of the Hunt-class 
MCMYs combined the most 
advanced sweeping and hunt- 
ing techniques and utilised 
compuler technology. Never- 
theless, the contin develop- 
ment of mines has produced 
highly selective weapons, capa- 
ble of ta oe ship 
signatures, This has made hunt- 
ing the more effective and safer 
means of dealing with the 
threat. 

It is this emphasis which led 
to the development of the San- 
down Class minchunter.

It is almost two years 
since | last voiced my con-

The mission statement of the 
National Council of Vocational 
Qualifications — made ten 
years ago — was thal “NVQs 
should be freely available to 
all.” 

But there is al present a great 
deal of misinformalion circu- 
lating within the RN, brought 
Oul at a recent course I altend- 
ed where students were told 
that the course content could 
be used to gain an NVQ al 
some time in the future 

This is contradictory to the 
NVQ philosophy — NVQs arc 
competence-based vocational 
qualifications and cannot be 
obtained by attending a course. 

The means to obtaining an 
NVQ involve compiling a 
detailed and comprehensive 
portfolio of evidence of the ac- 
tual ability to do certain tasks, 
Therefore a signature to say 
you have successfully com- 
pleted a given course 15 insulli- 
cient, as this cannot prove 
vocational competence. merely 
acquired knowledge and simu- 
lated expecricnce. 

The matter of great concern 
is that students at various 
courses believe this musinfor- 
mation to be truc and will wait 
im Vain to receive the NVQ. 

What is needed is ἃ con- 
ecried c¢cffort to introduce a 
workable framework into the 
RN to facilitate NVQs becom- 
ing a reality — this is already

I refer to the letter from Mr J. Campbell of Auckland, New 
Zealand, that you published in March, 


Mr Campbell is quite correct 
in that the War Pensions 
Agency (WPA) at Norcross, 
Blackpool, deal with War and 
War Widows Pension claims 
between the years 1914-2] and 
1939 to date. Any claim made 
between the wars 15 actioned by 
one’s own Service Department. 
However, recent indications 
are that these between-the-wars 
claimants will very soon come 
under the umbrella of the WPA 
also. . 

The difference in monies, as 
mentioned by Mr Campbell, 1s 
not so. With a specified injury, 
such as the loss of a finger, the 
amount payable to the claimant 
is exactly the same whether 
dealt with ε the WPA or, as in 
his case, HMS Centurion. 
There is only onc area in which 
between-the-wars claimants 
lose out and that 15 the ability 
to raise an appeal against a 
rejected claim. 

The Royal British Legion has 
been and is, running a pensions 
awareness campaign. It is most 
surprising to me to see the vol- 
ume of cx-Royal Navy and 
Royal Marines who submit 
with their initial claims hurt 
cerlificates and have never 
bothered to claim for the cond- 
tion outlined within the certifi- 
cate. 

As | am sure your readers are 
aware — bul it docs no harm to 
remind them — with any claim 
which subsequently 15 success- 
ful payment 1s only made from 
date of claim and not date of 
injury. 

Anyone deciding to make a 
claim for a War Disablement 
Pension may use the services of 
the RBL. which are free of 
charge. One docs not have to be 
a Legion member to clicil those 
services, — T. C. House, Head 
of Pensions Dept..

NEW POWERS to allow the call-out of Reserves for 
humanitarian and cota operations are 


among the major proposals in 


overnment draft leg- 


islation for the Reserve Forces. 


The consultation docu- 
ment titled “Strength in Re- 
serve” is the first substan- 
ual revision of the law on 
Reserves for almost 30 
years. 

The main provisions foresee 
two new categorics of Reser- 
vists — the High Readiness Re- 
serve (HRR) and Sponsored 
Reserves. 

Members of the HRR will 
have volunteered, with their 
employers’ consent, to accept 
an increased liability for cail- 
oul to take part in operations 
such as disaster relief and 
peacekeeping. They will be per- 
sonnel likely to have skills in 
short supply, such as linguists 
and public information special- 
ists. The HRR is expected to be 
smal! — no more than 5,000 for 
all three Services. 


Contract 


Sponsored Reserves would 
allow some support tasks to be 
let to contract; members of a 
civilian workforce could volun- 
teer to become Sponsored Re- 
serves and accept special call- 
out liabilities to serve in an 
operational area. 

Reservists would be allowed 
to volunteer to undertake tasks 
other than training. This would 
be on ἃ part-time basis — such 
as answering the needs of disas- 
ter relief at home — or full- 
time work involving longer per- 
iods of continuous service. 

New powers are envisaged to 
make payments to Reservists if, 
on call-out, their military pay is 
less than their civilian salary.

Greenwich 
move set 
for 1997 


THE JOINT Service Col- 
lege at Greenwich is to 
move to the Army Staff 
College at Cambericy. Con-

THE CRASH of a pre-produc- 
tion naval variant of the EH- 
[Ol Merlin helicopter is not 
likely to affect the aircraft's en- 
ry into service with the Royal 
Navy, say makers Westland 
Helicopters Ltd. 

The Merlin crashed near 
Chard in Somerset while taking 
part in a high-level test flight at 
12,000f. The civilian crew 
baled out, the pilot leaving the 
aircraft at the last minute after 
flying it away from a village. 

He was the only member of 
the crew to be injured and was 
treated in hospital al Exeter for 
facial and back injuries.

FOR WIDOWS 


A CAMPAIGN to res- 
tore allowances of up to 
£167 a week to 16,500 
war widows has succecd- 
ed. The Government has 
confirmed that from 
October widows who lost 
their pensions on re-mar- 
riage and were then wi- 
dowed again, divorced or 
legally separated, will 
have their allowance re- 
instated. 

The announcement was 
made on April 24 by Social 
Security Secretary Peter Lil- 
ley during the Second Read- 


ing in the Commons of the 
Pensions Bull. 


War widows who re-marry 
receive a lump sum equal to 
one year’s pension and then 
have their pension right with- 
drawn. Up to now the pension 
payments have not been re- 
stored if the second marriage 
ends in scparation or the hus- 
band’s death, 


Mr Lilley said that position 
had become unacceptable. “In 
this SOth anniversary year, the 
whole nation wants lo recog- 
nise those who sacrificed their 
lives co we could be [ree,” he 
said. 

Most war widows are aged al 
least 70 and were marned 10 


men whose service ended be- 
fore March 31, 1973. As such 
they are entitled to £142.87 a 
week tax free, rising to £167.82 
al the age of 80. 


Lord Freyberg 
The Government decision 
was taken after the Lords voted 
an amendment aimed at restor- 
ing pensions to those widows 
who had lost their second hus- 
bands. That amendment was 
largely the result of a campaign 
on behalf of the widows 
by 24-year-old Lord Freyberg 
whose grandfather was award- 
ed the VC in World War I.

Navy fights 
grass fire 


SAILORS and firemen worked 
side by side to fight a senous 
rass fire in Cornwall. The 
laze caught hold on heathland 
on Goonhilly Down and in the 
dry conditions and a brisk 
breeze threalened to spread, 

The local fire brigade re- 
quested assistance from KN air 
station Culdrose. 
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A whimsical vision of victory which appeared on the front 
cover of the June 1945 issue of the naval magazine “The 
Dittybox", a forerunner of Navy News. 


LATE on the night of 
May 7, 1945, more than 
eight hours after Ger- 
man General Alfred Jodl 
signed his country's 
surrender document, 
the British freighters 
Avondale Park and Sne- 
land were torpedoed by 
U-2336 within sight of 
home. 


They were the last vic- 
tims of the U-boat war. The 
next day the people of 
London and of cities the 
length and breadth of the 
country were dancing in 
the streets. 


The circumstances of the 
loss of Avondale Park and 
Sneland typified the despe- 
rate nature of the struggle to 
keep Gritain’s sea lanes open 
— a war of survival that had 
ebbed and flowed for five 
years, mne months, five days, 
13 hours and one minute.

Many had died in major 
actions and were mourned by 
the whole nation — as in the 
sinking of the battlecruiser 
HMS Hood in which more than 
1,400 perished in a cataclys- 
mic @xplosion; there were 
others who were casualties of 
smalier actions, in smaller 
ships whose passing amid the 
news of bigger events else- 
where made no headlines. 

The destruction of Avondale 
Park and Sneland, one mile 
off the Isle of May in the Firth 
of Forth, were two such 
losses thal went virtually 
unnoticed. All attention was 
focused on the drying ink οἱ a 


document which would bring 
peace to Europe. 

On the dawn of May 8 The 
Daily Mirror kept its promise 
to completely disrobe its nor- 
mally scantily-clad cartoon 
heroine Jane — without, it 
seems, any fear of prosecu- 
tion ... 

Hundreds of thousands of 
people gathered in central 
London, splashed out their joy 
in the fountains, waved flags 
and cried “God Save the 
King.” In the afternoon they 
thronged outside Buckingham 
Palace to cheer e Vi 
and Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill. 


‘Your victory’ 


“This is your victory,” Chur- 
chill told them. “In all our long 
history we have never seen a 
greater day than this.” 

The reveries continued 
through a night strangely illu- 
minated after years of black- 
out. With the darkness sud- 
denly ἃ memory, bonfires, 
floodlights and searchlights, 
blazed and danced. And in all 
the ports in all the land, ships’ 
sirens hooted, letting off

steam for victory. It was a joy- 
ous moment, a safe moment 
— but everyone knew that the 
celebrations, while sweet, 
would have to be short. 


Britain and her allies had 
still to resolve a cruel conflict 
on the other side of the globe 
where the fighting and suffer- 
ing were continuing. They 
braced themselves for whal 
all expected to be the 
bloodiest battles yet... 


There was much left to doin 
Europe, too — a Europe 
devastated by the most sav- 
age war in history and by mur- 
derous tyranny. in the midst of 
that chaos, would all the Ger- 
Mans surrender as ordered — 
or would fanatical elements of 
their land, sea and air forces 
put up a last-ditch resistance? 
No one knew for certain.

Pails of beer 


They tned to make their way

as they went,

cheered themselves 
hoarse.”

THE DANGERS of war did not end for all when peace broke out in Europe. Apart 
from the forces still facing a formidable task against the Japanese, there were 
those in Europe, too, whose celebrations were muted as their ships operated 
upon mine-filled seas in which U-boats stil! lurked. 


In an emergency hospital 

bed in Russia there was no 
celebration for Telegraphist 
Harry Carter. Just over a 
week before he had been se- 
nously wounded when his 
ship, HMS Goodall, be- 
came the last British frigate 
destroyed during the last 
Arctic convoy action of the 
war. 
_More than two-thirds of 
Carter's shipmaties had died 
when Goodall was torpedoed 
by U-968 on Apml 29 off the 
Kola Inlet. “The U-boats were 
waiting for ὑπ." said Jim 
Baynes, ἃ signalman in the fri- 
gaic HMS Anguilla. “lt was 
very nasty.” 

His shock at secing Goodall 
engulfed in a mass of flames 
was decpened by the fact that 
just two days earlier the two 
vessels had fielded football 
teams 10 play in the Russian 
snow. 


Courageous 


After all those on board the 
blazing frigate who could be 
saved were rescucd, Anguilla 
provided the coup de grace to 
the stricken ship. Carter and 
other survivors were picked up 
im ἃ ane, ge action by HM: 
Honeysuckle. “Without their 
efforts the casualty list would 
have been much higher,” he 
recalls. — 

Suffering from burns and 
broken limbs, Harry Carter 
spent May 8 flat on his back, 
being nourished via a feeding 
cup and having three-hourly in- 
yections of penicillin day and 
night. Meanwhile, the Russians 
around him did not believe the 


one of the last tragedies of 
the European war at sea.

given the news officially until 
two days after the British 
patients were told, 

There was precious little cele- 
bration, either, for PO radar 
mechanic Roy Williams. He 
was disappointed to find his 
ship, the escort carrier HMS 
Queen, spending the day at sea, 
covering the naval forces ap- 


proaching Copenhagen, 

Days Gefore. ΠῚ Queen 
had been one of Vice Admiral 
McGrigor’s three escort car- 
riers which undertook onc of 
the last Home Ficet actions of 
the war on May 4. In a raid on 
Kilbotn near Narvik, aircraft 
from the carrier group sank U- 
ἯΙ and a submarine depot 
ship. 

Among the other ships which 
had taken part in that raid were 
those of the I7th Destroyer 
Flotilla, including HMS Orwell 
which spent a dull VE Day at 
her buoy in Scapa Flow. 


Her commanding officer, Lt 
Cdr John Gower, remembers 
that she carned the sobriquet 
Lucky Orwell, having stcamed 
130,000 miles without serious 
damage since she was commis- 
sioned in 1942, 

She had escorted no fewer 
than 16 Arctic convoys and in 
1944 took part in the Nor- 
mandy invasion. 

Because of unceriainty a5 to 
whether the U-boats would 4ur- 
render peaceably, merchant 
ships were still sailing in con- 
voys, and when HAMS Quecn 
returned to Scapa Flow there 
was still no shore leave for Roy 
Williams. The carrier was 
ordered to join the 11-strong 
escort for one of the last Arctic 
convoys comprising 26 mer- 
chantmen. 


Missed parties 


VE Day was “yust another 
ἀν" to Signalman ‘John 
Stewart in the Flower-class cor- 
vetic HMS Bellwort. Des- 
matched from Gibraltar to Lis- 
bon to receive the surrender of 
a U-boat, the crew's hopes of 
shore leave in the Portuguese 
capital came to nought. 

HMS Icarus, too, missed the

Drinking water was 
obtained by evaporation in a 
giant terracotta carafe kept on 
the upper deck. There was no 
refrigerator for the ratings, no 
soft dnnks, no fresh milk, and 
very little fresh food, most of 
their supplies being canned. 


Small miracle 


There was no ¢nterlainment,

THE SURRENDER of the ἰ'-

WHEN the Germans 
signed the final surren- 
der document on May 7 
their forces in central 
Europe were broken and 
in tatters.

Norway was still occu- 
pied and in Denmark the 
remains of the German sur-

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FOR THE many thou- 
sands of prisoners of war 
in German hands, the 
last act in the conflict 
brought not only the 
hope of release, but new 
threats to their survival. 
Allied bombers and strike 
aircraft roamed at will over 
what remained of Germany, 
Strafing anything and any- 
one on the roads who 
looked vaguely military. 
Some of the personnel at- 
tacked were not Germans, but 
prisoners of war being moved 
by their captors away from 
camps that were being overrun. 
Tragically many prisoners died 
in the camps or on the roads as 
the chaos of war rolled across 


central Europe to the heart of 
the Reich, 


Castle 


Thousands of Royal Navy 
and Merchant Navy prisoners 
were held in a camp at Wester- 
tumke, between Bremen and 
Hamburg, named Marilag und 
Milag Nord. It was from there, 
near the end of the war, that Lt 
Cdr Roy Price-Fox and two 
other RN officers were trans- 
ferred to a camp in a castle — 
Schloss Steinberg about 60 
miles north-east of Munich on 
a hill overlooking the source of 
the Danube. 

“We were getting informa- 
tion on the progress of Genera! 
‘Blood-and-Guts’ Patton and 
his Second US Army coming 
up from the south,” he recalls. 
“Once our guards disappeared 
we barricaded ourselves in the 
castle and kept in touch with 
the outside world by means of 
the telephone.” 


side, the teak beading of the 
deck edge cutting into his shins, 
Eventually, much to his relief, 
the commanding officer, Capt 
Herbert Williams, ordered the 
ship to go slowly astern so that 
the paravane and mine could 
be cut away, the delicate opera- 
tion being performed by PO 
Jumper Collins and the ship- 
wright armed with hand 
culters.

As the ships entered they

With the bigger 
ships the Germans had three 
destroyers, two torpedo boats, 
ten minesweepers, 13 flak 
ships, 19 armed trawlers and 
two armed merchant ships. 

On the jetties and docksides 
were thousands of cheering 
Danes, waving flags and chant- 
ing “Welcome, welcome”. 

On board the Zodiac it 
seemed incongruous to AB Eric 
Collins that their lines were 
being taken and secured by 
armed German troops. Despite 
the apparent tameness of the 
surrendered enemy, Davy New- 
ell, a leading seaman on board 
esi, recalls that the Navy were 
taking no chances. “We were to 
be armed going ashore and 
boats’ crews had small depth 
charges against frogmen.” 


Shattered remnants of the 
Wehrmacht were streaming 
past the castle in retreat. Mean- 
while, the Navy officers 
phoned Mitterfelds, a town 
about 12 miles away, and to 
their excitement found them- 
sclves speaking to an 
American. 

The castle was being 
used to hold senior Army 
officers, and fearing that 
the German Army would 
take them as hostages, the 
naval trio asked for imme- 
diate help. 

They were told to lay out 
bedlinen in an agreed pattern 
on the roof to facilitate identifi- 
cation. Soon after that was

Sitting on the floor of the air- 
craft,’the memories of the past 
five years and four months in 
captivity came flooding back.

It seemed to him that he suf- 
fered the ultimate insult when 
he tried to board a bus from the 
station to his home: the con- 
ductor refused to let him on 
due to his unkempt 
appearance. 

Finally he turned the corner 
mito his street to be met by a 
“Welcome Home” banner and 
his fiancee standing on the 
doorstep. “The lads from the 
local pub spilled out on to the 
street and cheered, and with 
my future wife on my arm and 
a real pint of beer in my hand | 
knew I was really home and my 
own personal nightmare had 
come to an end.”
